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McPHERSON’S STATUE AT CLYDE. 


Tue statue of Gen. James Birdseye McPherson, to stand 
at his grave, was unveiled at Clyde, Ohio, July 22, in the 
presence of twenty-one posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and a large number of soldiers and citizens. 
The statue is the gift of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee, which also reared the equestrian statue which 
stands in Washington City. Ex-President Hayes was pre- 
sident of the day and Gen. R. P. Buckland grand marshal. 
The procession, which formed in the afternoon, was nearly 
a mile long, It marched to the cometery, entering under 
a beautiful arch, inscribed with McPherson's battles, The 
platform had a thousand persons on it, and it is estimated 
that fully 18,000 persons were present. Mrs. McPherson, 
the mother of the General, now 79 years oid, and her 
daughter and daughter-in-law, the latter the widow of the 
General’s brother, and other members of the McPherson 
family had places on the platform. 

Ex-President Hayes called the assemblage to order, and, 
after prayer by ex-Chaplain McOune, cf Toledo, made a 
brief address, recalling the tragic death of Gen. McPherson, 
seventeen years ago, on the battle-field at Adanta, and 
giving a brief history of the movement to erect this statue. 
Speaking of Gen. McPherson he said : 

His name will be forever found in the shining roll of 
the world's best loved heroes. Neither Bayard, nor Sidney, 
nor Nelson, nor Wolfe, nor any other knight or hero of 
the Oid World, in any age, had better titles to love and 
grateful remembrance than belong to him whose grave 
here at his birthplace we are now about to mark. 

Referring to the absence of President Garfield he read 
this letter which the latter wrote to Gen. Buckland on the 
28th of June last : 

I have received yours of the 18th inst., inviting me to 
attend the ceremony of the unveiling of the McPherson 
statue at Clyde, Ohio, on the 22d of July next. I hope 
to be present, and shall certainly do so unless some thing 
occurs that I do not now know to prevent it. 

Mr. Hayes said: “he prayer of all who are here 
assembled is, ‘God grant to our President restored health, 
and a long, honored, atid useful life.’” On Governor 
Foster’s motion a message was sent to President Garfield, on 
behalf of the eoldiers, comrades, and citizens, expressing 
cordial sympathy with his affliction and pleasure at the 
prospect of his recovery. Soon after a telegram was received 
from the President, dated July 22, sending his cordial greet- 
ing to his old comrades. It created intense enthusiasm. 

Gen. Sherman, assisted by Rebisso, the artist of themonu- 
ment, then withdrew the large flag from the statue, and the 
battery fired a salute, while the bands played. 

Addresses were then made by Gen. M. F. Force, of Cincin- 
nati, and Gen. W. E. Strong, of Chicago. The former was 
severely wounded nearly on the spot where Gen. McPherson 
was killed, and the latter was a member of Gen. McPherson's 
staff, and recovered his body. Gen. Strong declared Gen. 
McPherson to be ‘‘the highest type and representative of 
the manhood of bis Nation and our Army,” Continuing, he 
said : 

The years glide swiftly by—the gray hairs come creeping 
in, and we of the Army of the Tennessee are no longer 
young. Twenty years have passed, since we of the volun- 
teers donned the blue and marched down the village streets 
and off to the war. The forms and faces and events of those 
days at this distance seem unreal and shadowy, like the 
remembrance of a dream, and yet we do not quite forget the 
waving flags and fiuttering scarfs, the inspiriting strains of 
martial music, the shrill notes of fife and drum, and the 
booming of the village gun. We have not quite forgotten 
the tears, and prayers, and promises, the music of soft 
voices and gentle tones, the brave words spoken to mothers, 
sisters, sweethearts, the parting words, the last good-bye. 
We cannot quite forget Donelson, Shiloh, Vicksburg, and 
other batties and campaigns in which we bore a part. More 
than sixteen years have passed, and yet we cannot quite 
forget. the glistening bayonets and gleaming guns, the 
tattered battle-flags and guidons, the long, swinging stride 
and gallaut bearing of the veteran armies of the Union, as, 
led Ey Sheridan’s cavalry, they marched in review for the 
last time before Grant, and Sherman, and Meade, 

In closing his speech Gen. Strong said—and his words 
evoked a storm of applause : 

Here, where he was born, and where his boyhood’s days 
were passed, lies all that is left of the steadfast friend, the 
gallant soldier, the great vommander. 

‘* Bless thee, friend, soldier, patriot.” 

We dedicate this monument to the manhood of America, 
to the manhood of the world. We dedicate it to all that is 
high, noble, and glorious in the world. We dedicate it to 
ali the heroes and all the martyrs of all the climes and all 
the ages. 

At the close of Gen. Strong’s eloquent address ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes arose and said: 

Ladies aud Gentlemen: You will, I am sure, be glad to 
know that the mother of Gen. McPherson is sitting in the 
audience enjoying what is said and this scene. She is re- 
minded of his infancy. She says that when he was a very 
slender babe of three weeks, Indians of the Seneca tribe, 
then living near here, came into the hous, and seeing the 
slender child, they said in their Indian language, ‘‘ He will 
be a great man some day.” 

Between the speeches of Gens. Force and Strong two Iet- 
ters from Gen. Grant had been read—the first, written in 
June, expressed his hope of being present ; the second, dated 





New York, July 19, announced his inability to attend and 
urged old soldiers to unite in honoring Gen. McPherson. 


The letter also expressed the writer's high regard for him 


while he was a member of Grant's military household. 
Then the General of the Army was introduced, and was 
greeted with tremendous cheers. Hoe spoke as follows : 
GEN. SHERMAN'S TRIBUTE TO MOPHERSON. 
Mr. PrestpENT AnD ComMRADEs OF THE ARMY OF THE TEN- 


NESSEE, FRIENDS AND Feviow-CountTRyMen: I have endea- | mi 


vored on many occasions by words spoken and by letters 
written to bear testimony to the noble character of General 
James Birdseye McPherson, whose form in bronze is now 
before us and whose body lies under it. I have heard others 
describe his personal traits and eulogize his many virtues, 
conspicuously so Gens. Logan, 8ti , and Hickenlooper, his 
comrades and warm friends, at the time whén the Society of 
the Army of the Tennessee dedicated his equestrian statue in 
the city of Washington. It so happens t my residence 
is close by that statue. Every time I look from my front 
window I see it, the handmark of the same artist, Louis T. 
Rebisso, who executed this one, and my mind rapidly ruas 
back eighteen years and I see McPherson yy on his black 
charger, bright, cheery, strong, and hopeful, one of the best 
types of knightly grace united to mental. strength and genial 
humor of all my acquaintances. I do not ess to be a 
historian, but a witness before the grand tribunal of earth to 
testify of those things I have seen and of the feelings which 
mark each step in the world’s dev “This is the 
reason of my being ‘here to-day. Nor is it the first time 
I have stood upon this ground sacred by one whose 
noble life was sacrificed to his country’s I wish his 
family and friends to believe that, as | as is spared, I 
stand ready to do a maa’s full part to acd a least mite to his 
already established fame, and to derive from his noble life 
and career all the lessons which may inspire the coming 
enerations of American youth to emulate his example, 
ose whom the gods love die young. My memory in a 
somewhat eventful career of forty years retains three con- 
spicuous examples. 

In the autumn of 1841 came to us in the Everglades of 
Florida a handsome, black-baired, black-eyed boy, Gonnae Ww. 
Ayres, fresh from West Point, but a native of Pennsylvania, 
as full of life and hope, of manly courage and beauty, as any 
I ever saw, whether in the swamps of Fiorida or the brilliant 
assemblages of St. Andrew's Hall, of Charleston. Ayres 
was the life of our circle, and an attraction to all the ladies. 
The Mexican war came, wherein he seemed sure of gaining 
the hero’s crown of glory. Impatient of events, sweeping 
us all on fast enough, he sailed for Mexico and I to Califor- 
nia. He was in all the early battles with Taylor; from Palo 
Alto to Monterey, and was then transferred to Scott's line at 
Vera Cruz, whence he fought with the foremost at Cerro 
Gordo, Contreras, Cherubusco, and Molino Del Rey, an old 
foundry in sight of the City of Mexico, where, in advance of 
his men, he ipitated himself against a retreating mass of 
Mexican soldiers who turned and beat out his brains with the 
butts of their muskets, His dust must now be commingled 
with the earth in that old Magney ditch, where he was hastily 
buried: No stone marks his grave and very few remain on 
earth who remomber the man or even his name. Another of 
my trio of young heroes, Colville J. Minor, was attached to 
our company; F, 8d Artillery, just as we were embarking on 
the Lexington for California. He, too, was fresh from West 
Point, a native of the District of Columbia, tall, strong, 
athletic and full of fun. He could sing a good song and 
dance the ‘‘ Bolero” while on shipboard. He was the 
——— of our group, the gayest, anda ray of light and a 

nd of good fellowship among us all. After the long and 
tedious voyage around Cape Horn of over six months, on 
January 29, 1847, we landed at Monterey, Cal., then a pure 
Mexican town, wherein Minor soon became the favorite, and 
was known as ‘*Clandamiroo, a saint among dancers.” In 
the summer of 1847 I had to go to Los but returning 
in June I found him sick of typhoid fever, and all the people, 
men and women, contended for the privilege of nursing him. 
In his own home he could not have reveived mare Lindi 
attention, but all was unavailing. He sank gradually, and 
on the 17th of Ai it, 1847, went out that youag life which, 
had it been s , would have made a hero in the desperate 
days which have since occurred. When, last autumn, Presi- 
dent Haycs and his gay party drove by the little tumbled 
down paling fence which marks the spot where, thirty-three 
years before, we had buried Minor by the lonely pines which 
yet breath his requiem, they did not, they could not, know 
how I felt when the spot of ground recalled the memory of 
that young life, which was i of the price our nation had 
paid for the conquest of California, My third young hero 
lies buried here at Oiyde, Ohio, in the orchard where he had 
played as a boy. He, too, died young, only 35 years old, 
and was of the kind whom the gods did love “exceeding 
well.” You, his neighbors, knew him asa boy, and had a 
glimpse of him in manhood, and somehow I think a man 
may not be a prophet or a hero in his own home. You knew 
his genial, hearty nature, his attachment for his family and 
neighbors, but you could not see the man asI have seen 
him, in danger, in battle, when every muscle and every 
tissue was in fall action, when the heroic qualities shone out 
as a star in the darkest night. 

I believe I knew McPherson better than any of you, and of 
this I must testify : In September, 1857, I was in New York 
City, a citizen agent for cercain bankers of St. Louis. I 
found my friend Major John G. Barnard, United States Ea- 

invers, quartered in a house in Prince street, not far from 
roadway, and to be near him I took rooms there. In that 
same house I found Lieut. McPherson, of the Eagineer 
Corps of the Army. We were usually out dutiag the day 
time, but every night we met in Barnard’s room or in wine, 
and gossipped of the topics of interest at that day. I was 
naturally attracted to him because of his intelligence and his 
marly bearing—also because he was from Ohio and graduated 
at the head of the class at West Point. .There it was'my firat 
acquaintance , and it continued without imterruption 
uotil I saw him last near Atlanta, Ga., whence I sent his body 
to his home at Clyde for burial. From New York, late in 
1857, he was o to California, and when the civil war 
broke out in 1861 he came back, and again we met in St. 
Louis, where he was au aide-de camp to Gen, Halleck. Be- 
fore the battle of Shiloh he was with Geo. Grant at Henry 
and Doselson, and afterward was sent with me up the Ten- 
nessee River as a staff officer, to represent, first, Gen. O. F. 
Smith, and later, Gen, Grant, in the attempt to reach the

General Belkuap then spoke eloquently as follows:

staff for a time, afterwards, as regimental commander,

Our first commander, Grant, in the hour when he was pro- 
moted frum our Western army to the command of all the 
armies, said to Gen. Sherman : “‘ What I want is to press my 
thanks to you and McPherson, as men to whom, above ail 
others, I feel indebted for whatever I have had of success.” 

The 15th Iowa Volunteers, which I had the honor to com- 
mand, often came under his eye in that bittle of Grant's 
at Atianta seventecn years ago to-day. It was the extreme 
left regment of the 17th c and fougbt near the spot 
where McPherson so sadly fell. One of its men, George 
Reynolds, was soon by his side, Pressing bis canteen to 
those quivermg lips he gathered the silent thanks of bis be- 
loved Jeader to hunself from grateful eyes which had for the 
last time flashed in the light of conflict. We remember him 

rsonally with modest simplicity at Corinth with his own 

and voice awakening teamsters as the time came for 
morpiog march. We remember his intelligent energy at 
Vicksturg, his patient moderation afterwards, and his resist- 
lees power, and those ef us who saw him for the Jast time on 
July 20, two days before his death in the saddle, watching 
with his glass from the hill the effect of bursting shells, 
recall that perfect development of manly beauty whose de- 
meanor nerved the arms of the men of our advacing col- 
umns and strengthened the chorus of their cheers. His 
talent, his bravery, his honesty of purpose, his fidelity to 
principle attac: him every man of his army, and wher- 
ever his soldiers are to-day there is cherished his beautiful 
and beloved memory. 

An incident of the proceedings was the reading by ex- 
President Hayes of an address issued by McPherson to 
troops at Vicksburg, July 4, 1864, congratulating them 
on the victories. Congressman Keefer followed with a 
few remarks, and General W. H. Gibson, a local orator, 
spoke eloquently of local associations. Personal re- 
miniscences and references abounded in all these speeches. 
Letters of regret were received from Generals Hancock, 
Sheridan, Howard, Pope and others. Gen. Hancock wrote : 
‘It is fit that the memory of so distinguished an officer, cut 
off in the full promise of a glorious carcer, in the service of 
his country, should be appropriately honored, and the ac- 
tion of the Society of the Army of the Tennessee commends 
itself to the hearts of soldsers and patriots.” The benedic- 
tion was pronounced by Rev. Mr. Hildreth, who preached 
General McPherson’s funeral sermon seventeen years ago. A 
deseription of Clyde says : 

Here the General’s boyhood was passed and here his aged 
mother still lives. The village is ud of his fame, and 
the monument unveiled to-day is outgrowth of the de- 
sire to perpetuate bis connection with it. A few years 
an effort was made to bave the remains removed to the Ne 
tional Cemetery, at the Uapital.

The 
inquiry now is, can the President, in such case, under his 
power to reserve and set apart lands of the United States 
for public uses, make a similar disposition of the land for 
such uses. It should be borne in mind that the power of the 
President here referred to is recognized by Congress (Grisar 
v. McDowell, ye Such recognition is equivalent to a 
grant. Hence in reserving and setting spart a particular 
piece of land for a special public use, the P:esident must be 
regarded as acting by authority of Congress; and unless 
this authority is so restricted as not to extend to land 
covered by a pre-emption filing (and I am not aware of any 
restriction of that sort), I do not see why such lands may 
not be as effectually reserved and set — by the Prasident 
thereunder, as by the direct action of Congress. Land so 
covered, where payment and entry have not been made, is 
subject to appropriation or di by Congress, simpiy 
because, although occu} ied with a view to pre-emption, the 
settler has not by virtue of his occupancy acquired any 
interest whatever therein as against the Government, and it 
stili remains a part of the public domain, over the disp: si- 
tion of which Congress has full control. Upon the same 
ground (namely, the absence of any right in the settler to 
the as ogoient the Government, and the fact that it 
continues in the absolute ownership of the latter), such 
land would seem to be subject to reservation for public uses 
by the President, when acting by authority of Congress. I 
am therefore of opinion that where a homestead entry of 
public lands has been made by a settler, the land so entered 
cannot whilst such entry stands be set apart by the Presi- 
dent for a military reservaiion even ‘prior to the comple- 
tion of full title in the settler ;| but that where a pre-emption 
filing has made of public lands, the land covered 
thereby may be set apart by the President for such reser- 
vation at any time previous to payment and entry by the 
settler under the pre-emption law.”

More Indian Murders in New Mezico. ~A despatch from 
Las N. M., says: ‘‘A reliable man who arrived here 
on July 2ist reports haying left the camp of Lieutenant 


Guilfoyle, 9th Cavalry, at St. Nicholas Springs on the morn- H 


ing of the 20th, and that Lieutenant Guiifoyle on Tuesday 
camped at Alamo Canon, in the Sacramento Mountains. 
Two of his men arrived from Fort Stanton and reported that 
about half way between Alamo and Fort Stanton they were 
ambushed by Indians who fired upon them. One of the sol- 
diers was wounded in the thigh and two pack animals were 
killed. Lieutenant Guilfoyle started in pursuit; and at 
Lagunas found two Americans dead and riddled with bullets, 

their bodies being still warm. Three miles further west he 
sighted Indians and a running fight ensued for half an hour 
to Ash Canon, but the Indians being better mounted escaped. 

It is not known that any Indians were killed. It is thought 
the Indians will either remain and fight in the San Andreas 
Mountains or will cross the Jornado to the Caballo Moun- 
tains. The Indians numbered thirty squaws and forty bucks, 
supposed to be of the old Modoc tribe. ‘The miners in the 
Oregon mountains have been notified and are on the alert. 
Guilfoyle’s force numbers twenty-five colored troops and 
twenty-eight Arizona Indian scouts. The remains of an un- 
known American were found near Puerto Diventas, Mex., 
evidently killed by Indians.”

On Tuesday and 
Wednesday she made several trials, but the results were not 
final, and armoth r test is appointed for to-day. A descri 
tion of one of the most Sovesthle of the trials already m 
is given in the N. Y. Tribune as follows: *‘During the trial 
the Alarm made 9.8 koots an hour over the three-mi'e 
course, and on reaching each buoy turned ‘like a top’ within 
her own length. The action of th he propeller, which is also 
used for steering the vessel, was entirely successful, but the 
speed was below the rate expected. The Alarm has made 
eleven knots aa hour, and over a straight course.

the experiment and it was not until yesterday morning that 
it could be begun. With about 60 pounds of steam and 
using but two of the four boilers, her shaft made thirty-six 
revolutions per munute, tied fast to the dock, which would 
have been equal to about forty-five revolutions per minute 
had the vessel been free. The experiment was pronounced 
by the experts satisfactory. There was some noise incidental 
to a first trial and there was not that smoothness that will 
doubtless be attained after a few hours’ working, but upon 
the whole, as a first trial, all parts of the machinery worked 
as sn.00thly as could have been expected. In the afternoon, 
after the machinery had been running some hours, it was 
working much smoother than at first. Jt was kept running 
until evening yesterday, and to day she will be coaled up for 
her_speed and evolution trials, which are to be had off 
Yonkers next week. A measured course of three miles has 
been laid off and buoyed at that place, and she will be run 
during each day next week over that course, In this way 
her actual speed under all conditions will be ascertained and 
her steering capabilities will be made fully manifest. Her 
cost is insignificant as compared with her powers of offence, 
and three or four of such boats would probably sink the 
most powerful iron-clad im the world. fhe officers of the 
Alarm are Liest.

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THE GUN AND ITS DEVELOPMENT.* 


HIS work contains an amount of valuable informa. 

tion in relation to fire-arms, which no one interested 
in the subject, either as a soldier or sportsman, should 
be without. 

It is especially valuable to inventors, as it contains a 
description of nearly all the various fite-arms and 
pistols which have been in use, from those used in the 
earliest ages to the latest magazine gun. 

The illustrations are unusually full, scarcely any arm 
being described without an appropriate cut, and the 
bovk cannot be examined without a feeling of astonish- 
ment at seeing how many of the best inventions of 
modern days have been almost entirely anticipated by 
the gun makers of the middle ages, The records given 
in regard to the efficiency of the.old English archer show 
plainly why it was that fire-arms were so slow in making 
their way. Thus Henry the Eighth at the Field of 
the Cloth of Gold is stated to have put his arrows suc- 
cessively in the centre of the target at two hundred and 
forty yards, when cross bowen were unable to strike 
it, the latter with their steel bows having a much 
superior range over the fire-arms of that day. In a 
contest before King Edward the Sixth it is stated that 
several archers shot an arrow through an oak plank one 
inch thick at one hundred and twenty yards. Even as 
late as in August, 1792, when the bow was gone out of 
use, in a contest between it and the musket at one hun- 
dred yards, the bow placed sixteen arrows out of twenty 
in the target as against twelve bullets from the ordinary 
musket. 

The work traces the improvement in arms from the 
bow through the cross bow with its modifications, the 
hooped cannon, bombards, culverines, and other cannon 
of the middle ages, as well as the various match 
locks, wheel locks, and other portable fire-arms, to the 
mst improved modern rifles and revolvers. The illus. 
trations of many of the ancient arquebuses, and particu 
larly of the curious magazine and other arms which are 
found in the various European museums, are extremely 
jnteresting. One of these, a combination of a pistol 
with a steel shield, which is described on page 71, bears 
a close resemblance to the idea of portable shields for 
skirmishers which has been recently fivocated. The 
various breech-loading systems are given a very full 
description. It would seem as if the main difference in 
this respect between the modern arms and those of the 
sixteenth century resulted from the invention of the 
metallic cartridge, permitting a gas tight joint to be 
made. In the description of the Enfield rifle, Mr. 
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Greener states ‘‘ that the Enfield rifie was a combination 
of several systems sent to the (English) government by 
various gun makers who thought of having their rifles 
adopted in toto. The government, however, made wse 
of the various points and constructed a new rifle at their 
works at Enfield, from which it derives its name.” If 
the word ‘‘Springfield” were substituted for ‘‘ Enfield” 









_| this sentence might be applied to our own Ordnance 


Department without a change of another word. 

Mr. Greener claims that he has invented what he calls 
a ‘pencil case” or ‘‘ramrod bayonet,” such as it is 
contemplated to introduce into the Army, but certainly 
a bayonet of that kind was attached to Hall’s carbine 
many years since in this country. 

While the ulterior object of the work is undoubtedly 
to establish that the arms manufactured by Mr. Greener 
are superior to those of any other maker, it cannot be 
Said that the writer does not apparently intend to act 
fairly in describing those of his competitors. In regard 
to military rifles he probably is perfectly fair. In his 
reference to long-range rifles he approves of the Ameri- 
can system of rifling, a sharp continued spiral, and very 
shallow grooves, now used by Rigby, as against that 
adopted by Metford, the English rifle maker, and pre- 
viously considered the best. He also considers that the 
American slow burning powder is coming in favor with 
English experts. It is noticeable that the sample target 
given to show the highest possible accuracy to be at- 
tained with long-range guns is that of Colonel Scott, of 
the American team, in the Irish International Match— 
74 out of 75. 

Creedmoor habitués will read with surprise ‘‘ that 
the recuil of the 10 lb. match rifle is inconsiderable 
(about 175 Ibs.), and both on the continent and in the 
United States ladies take part in the tournaments. The . 
ladies’ day at Creedmoor is highly interesting, and some 


‘of the scores made last year were very creditable.” 


From the above it would evidently appear that Mr. 
Greencr supposes that the ladies instead of shooting at 
100 yards at Creedmoor with light rifles have been prac- 
ticing at long range with heavy Creedmoor rifles. Mr. 
Greener considers that magazine rifles as now con- 


| structed are too complicated, and their liability to get 
| out of order more than counterbalances the advantages 


gained by their rapidity of fire, and that many of them use 
too small a charge for military purposes; while some og 
the leading single loading military rifies can be fired so 
rapidly as soon to become too hot to handle, which he 
considers to be fast enough. 

In his judgment the coming military rifle will be 
double-barrelled, the barrels one over the other, the 
breech block on the Field system (which resembles closely 
that of the Hepburn breech action in the Remington 
rifle), the cartridges to be in couples riveted at the base 
by the cap chamber or rim so that two can be handled 
like one. Probably they will have one trigger for both 
barrels. As to the latter, however, he is not certain, 
although he is experimenting on the point. The rifle 
to be between the Henry and the modern match rifling, 
a uniform spiral with the breech end enlarged four or 
five thousands of an inch in order that the bullet may 
meet with less resistance, and to allow for fouling at the 
breech end. The bore not to exceed .42 and perhaps 
even as low as .40. 

The description given of express rifles, their bullets 
and performapces with various charges, is very thorough 
and contains a good deal of valuable information for our 
Western hunters. 

The description in regard to his eight and four bore 
elephant guns, the latter of which weigh from nineteen 
to twenty-one pounds, and use a charge of twelve to 
fourteen drachms, and a bullet of 1510 grains, refers to 
a species of light artillery not likely to be used much in 
this country. At the same time, undoubtedly, they 
might be used on the plains, as one would stop every- 
thing it hit from a grizzly to a train of cars. 

The tables of striking force of the different kinds 
of weapons will be found valuable by sportsmen. It is 
noticeable that they prove that the striking force of the 
‘*four bore” is greater by far than that of the larger 
express and spherical rifles. 

Mr. Greener thinks that light, short, conical shells can 
be used in shot guns against close quarters with advantage. 
He recommends as the explosive sulphate of antimony 
and chlorate of potass in equal parts. Hespeaks highly 
of the Keane bullet (where two transverse slits are 
made in the point, so that in striking it spreads back in 
a four pointed star). This bullet is now made by the 
Winchester Arms Company. In firing a round bullet 
from any gun Greener recommends the use over the 
powder of a pink edged wad with a hole punched 
through its centre, so as to give an even bearing to the 
bullet, making a sort of a sabot. This is particularly 
valuable where a bullet is used in a choke bore, as it 
prevents windage, and drives the ball fairly through the 
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centre of the choke. He approves of: that nab ot choke 
bores with balls, provided the bullet passes easily 
through the muzzle. If it is too large the barrels will 
be spoiled. 

He does not approve of combining rifle and shot gun 
on the ground that the rifle barrel not giving way in the 
least causes the shot barrel.to become easily dented and 
damaged, and the whole is so heavy as to make wing 
shots almost impossible. 

The strong point of the work is the amount of infor 
mation which it contains in relation to shot or double 
guns. There is scarcely a breech action which is not 
thoroughly described and liberally illustrated, and the 
description of the method of construction of all the com- 
ponent parts of a double gun is very thorough. 

The author considers that the rolled barrels 
are very inferior to the twisted, and that 
the best material for barrels is silver steel Damascus. 
The method of straightening barrels by looking through 
them is a modern invention, and constitutes one of the 
main differences between English and modern weapons, 
not one of a fine collection of ancient arms having been 
found to have a straight burrel. 

Mr. Greener is positive that it will be impossible for 
any of the machine guns which are being introduced, 
particularly by American makers, ever to be equal to 
the hand made guns which are turned out by himself 
and other prominent English gun makers. A great 
portion of his work is devoted to showing the amount 
of labor and care necessary to turn out a first class gun. 
For example, he states that it takes eighteen pounds of 
carefully selected gun iron to weld an ordinary pair of 
twelve gauge barrels, which when finished weigh but 
little over four pounds. 

The following are the objections claimed to 
have been found in the various American machine made 
double guns examined, and which are considered to be 
the best of their kind, viz.: The barrels do not fit 
into the breech action, not being finished with sufficient 
care. The strikers do not strike centrally upon the cap, 
causing misfires, and arising from barrels of different 
heights, and even gauges being fitted into breech ac- 
tions ot the same size. The barrels are not straight in- 
side or out, due to lack of skill in running them to- 
gether. The ribs are neither straight nor put on evenly. 
The bore is of the roughest and the shooting accepted 
as it comes, while every good English gun is carefully 
tested at a target, and bored and rebored until it shoots 
as desired. The symmetry of the gun is spoiled in or- 
der that it may be finished by machinery, and no atten- 
tion is paid to the balance or general make up of the 
gun. The wood and iron bear aginst each other dif- 
ferently and variably, frequently not touching at the 
place where it is most needed. The heads of the 
screws are rounded and counter sunk, instead of 
being filed fiat. The slits of the screws and 
pins are at different angles. The barrels are of such 
poor metal as to be unfit tor choke bores and for retain- 
ing good shooting powers. Rebounding locks, with one 
exception, are inferior in principle to the English pat- 
tern, and all are inferior in manufacture. 

Whether American sportsmen will agree in this 
sweeping condemnation is questionable. 

Mr. Greener himself states that by the introduction 
of steam machinery and a division of labor he finds it 
now not only possible to reduce the cost of manufac- 
ture, but the work is done much better than if one man 
did three or four branches. Why does this not apply to 
others? It would certainly seem that as far as the 
wood work is concerned, the machinery now in use for 
cutting out the places intended to receive the locks and 
barrels would make as close joints as any hand work. 
It is probably true that a first class hand made barrel is 
stronger in proportion to its weight than any rolled 
barrel which has yet been manufactured, and to that 
extent the expensive English guns are probably supe- 
rior to the cheaper guns, although many will consider 
the latter to be good enough. That machinery, which 
is found sufficiently perfect to make the works of a watch 
or which will turn out a rifle with the accuracy of a 
** Creedmoor,” cannot turn out breech actions of shot 
guns, 80 as to fit as closely as can be done by hand filing 
does not seem reasonable. If it does not, it must be 
owing to the fact that the American gun manufacturers 
do not take sufficient care to see that their gauges and 
modelg are properly constructed and their work care- 
fully inspected. 

Those sportsmen who have vainly endeavored out of 
the multiplicity of correspondence which appears from 
time to time in the various sporting papers, and the con- 
tradictory advice contained in the various works on the 
subject, to puzzle out the proper method of loading a 
shot gun, will welcome with pleasure the elaborate ta- 
bles upon the subject which are contained in this work. 
All the various gun trials which have taken place from 





£86 to Geena tine both. in. Bugland and Ameriaa, | 
are described at length, and cuts of the patterns, not only 
of the different guns but of different sizes of shot, are 
given. 

The reader must, however, keep in mind the fact 
that English powder is .decidedly stronger than 
Amerivan, and the shot one size smaller. Mr. Greener 
considers the penetration rack devised by the late Mr. 
Long for the Chicago field gun trials as preferable to 
the usual pad. He.is an advocate of ordinary charges 
of powder and full charges of large shot. 

His description of choke bores is very elaborate. 
Although he does not deny that the recent introduction 
of this improvemeut came from America, he gives cita- 
tions from old. French publications as early as 1792 to 
show that the idea was then known in France. If it 
was, it appears to have been abandoned, because it was 
certainly copied wn England from the ‘example of 
America, 

He is a strong advocate for a full choke for all kindg 
of shot. In his description of cartridge making he 
states ‘‘that he does not know of any steam machiae 
invented which will successfully ram home _Wads with- 
out injuring the cases or grinding the powder to dust.” 
He is also of the opinion ‘ that although brass shells 
have been long in use in America, no good system of 
recapping is in use there.” These two assertions will 
somewhat startle those who have been in the habit of 
using shells loaded by machinery, or have been them- 
selves for years in the habit of reloading their shells. 

The book concludes with an elaborate description of 
the habits, etc., of all kinds of game, and hints in 
regard to the method of hunting them in every portion 
of the world. 

The reader cannot peruse the work without deriving 
a wholesome respect for the British sportsman, as well 
as for the resources of Mr. Greener’s establishment, 
however much he may differ from some of _ his con- 
clusions. 








THE MARINE CORPS. 


A CORRESPONDENT Of the JourNar, an old marine, 
adverting to our statement in the Jovrnat of July 23 
in reference to the number of desertions from the Marine 
Corps, and the project of appointing triedj non-commis- 
sioned officers of that corps to the position of master- 
at-arms in the Navy, presents some valuable and 
pertinent suggestions as tothe methods by which the 
prospect and condition of our marines might be bene- 
fted. The principal of these suggestions are these : 

1. Do away with the present contract system of 
rations, and either adopt the Army or Navy. If the 
Army, let an officer attached to the post be acting 
commissary, with a commissary sergeant, having the 
same rank and pay as the Army commissary sergeants, 
which will open a place for good, intelligent sergeauts, 
and are a much needed convenience at present in the 
corps. If the Navy, either the paymaster can pay the 
commuted price of the rations to the commissary of 
subsistence or the commanding officer of the post, for 
their expezditure for the mess, or else draw rations the 
same as on board ship. Either way would increase the 
mess to such an extent that there could be no cause for 
complaint. 

2. Then, as to the rank of master-at-arms on board 
ship, it is pretty well known that aman who can bea 
sergeant in the Marine Corps eight or ten years must 
have more than ordinary pluck, and have made a cruise 


or two to sea, and hence know what should he his 


duty as master-at-arms. Therefore no better man could 
be selected for the place, nor more deserving. It was 
proposed by an officer of the Marine Corps, about eight 
years ago, to havea class of sergeants in the corps 
called sergeants-at-arms. Their qualifications were to 
be of good character, and a service of over eight years 
as non-commissioned officers. Their duty was to go 
to sea with the guard of a vessel and belung to it, and 
do the duty of master-at-arms on board. When ashore, 
they were to be sent to different stations for police 
sergeants, clerks, ete., and receive the pay of muster- 
at-arms on ship, and the pay of their rank ashore. The 
opinions of nearly all naval officers were asked upon the 
subject, and they unanimously approved of it. This 
would also be a place for worthy men of the corps, who 
might think that they had some inducement to keep 
them in the service. 

These two improvements, if attended to properly, 
would, our correspondent thinks, ensure a better class 
of men, keep them in when they came, and save almost 
as much as the Government now pays for contingent 
expenses in the corps and fuel yearly, on the loss from 
clothing by deserters.

A Lowa letter, of July 7, to the N. Yi: World, gives 
this account of a recent fight between Chilian infantry 
and Pierola’s cavalry: This small body of men“had 
halted for their noonday rest at a little farm settlement, 
when news was brought that some five hundred 
toneros, a8 Pierola’s irregular cavalry men are termed, 
were rapidly approaching. The Chiliau captain had 
seventy-six available men, and fortunately for them 
they were supplied each with 200 rounds of ball: car- 
tridge. So, hastily occupying the buildings of the 
farm, turning the chapel into a block-house, and en- 
sconcing some men behind the high walls.of sun-dried 
mud, the captain awaited the coming of the enemy. 
The hills commanding the ferm houses were speedily 
covered by the Peruvians, and a desperately heavy fire 
opened on the defenders, who, in view of the enormous , 
disparity of numbers, had given up all hope of escape. 
The battle raged from 1 o’clock in the. afternoon till 3 
in the morning. The Chilians were driven from their 
refuge in the chapel, which was burned; were dislodged 
from their vantage ground behind the walls, and finally 
forced to retire to the main building of the farm, where 
they continued bravely resisting the onslaught, although 
thirty-two of their, comrades were dead or wounded 
around them. Under cover of the darkness a trumpeter 
made his escape from the house, and by dint of great 
exertion reached some other bodies of infantry, also on 
the road to Lima. These at a double quick proceeded 
to the relief of the beleagued garrison, but before their 
rifles could join in the combat the montoneros had de- 
camped, carrying off their dead and wounded. As the 
unpleasant persons known as the Indians of North Ame- 
rica glory in the possession of the enemy’s scalps, so 
these Peruvians strive to obtain the blue cravat which is 
worn by all classes of Chilian¢roops. In this fight a 
Chilian sergeant was desperately wounded, and fell’ out- 
side the positions of his friends. The enemy imme- 
diately pounced upon him, and in the effort to obtain 
the coveted cravat struggled among themselves and even 
turned their arms against each other. The result was 
that the wounded maa lost an ear, which im the fary of 
the contest was tora off, but, being rescued, saved the 
article of wearing apparel which would have been pane 
as a Peruvian trophy.

A NEW TORPEDO’ BOAT. 

SoMETHING more than a year ago we called attention 
to the fact that the Delamater Iron Works in New York 
were building a submarine torpedo boat, about which 
there was some mystery, and which was supposed to be 


intended for some Fenian enterprise. During the last | i 


week, the New York Sun has discovered the same fact, 
and has devoted several columns to the description of 
the boat. lt is the invention of an Inshman, Mr. J. P. 
Holland, an ex-parochial teacher, and has more merit 
as a torpedo boat than might be expected of an inven- 
tion originated by a man without practical mechanical 
knowledge. As an instrument for overturning the 
British.empire, it will probably never be heard of out- 
side of the newspapers. In shape, Mr. Holland’s boat 
resembles a cigar. It is 31 feet in length, and 6} feet 
in beam midway, being cylindrical in section. At 
either end, a space of about 8 feet is occupied as a 
reservoir for compressed air, the skin of the boat and a 
convex bulkhead being its walls. Between the air 
reservoir at each end and the working chamber is par- 
titioned off still another reservoir, running vertically 
through the craft, which is to hold the water ballast. 
The capacity of the two water chambers is about 5 
tons. The buat has two modes of egress—a man-hole 
at the bottom, and an elliptical pilot house, about 10 
inches in height, at the top, furnished with bull’s-eye 
windows. The skin ig/1-16 of an inch in thickness; 
the weight, without water ballast, about 13} tons, and 
its calculated displacement about 17 tons. The tanks, 
designed to sustain a pressure of 300 pounds to the inch, 
will ordinarily hold some 3,200 cubic feet of com 
pressed air. This air is to serve two purposes ; first, by 
being expanded up to nearly normal consistency, to 
furnish respiration ; second, to be used to run the en- 
gine and for expelling a torpedo. 

A Brayton petroleum engine occupies one side of the 
operating apartment, while the other side is taken up 
by a compressed air engine. To compress the air the 
boat must be on the surface, where the petroleum 
motor is used to work the compressor. The statement 
is made that the Brayton engine is also used as the 
motor for submerged navigation, careful experiments 
against a choked escape pipe, before the boat was put 
in the water, having demonstrated the safety of this 
operation. 

The offensive feature of Mr. Holland’s boat is a tor- 
pedo to be discharged through a tube, by the force of 
compressed air. For this purpose the air of the tanks, 
normally at from 200 to 250 Ibs. pressure, is raised by a 
sniall compressing engine to a pressure of 609 lbs. The 
torpedo port is a tube which pierces the forward tanks, 
issuing at the point of the bow. The boat is driven by 
a small propeller, and hus the ordinary rudder, besides 
two horizontal rudders, which are to guide its upward 
and downward course. .

Great public anxiety was experienced at the end of 
last week and at the beginning of this week, owing to 
a sudden relapse of President Garfield, due to the check 
in the flow of the pus in his wound; but an incision 
being made a few inches below it, and the flow repro- 
duced through that opening, his condition became more 
favorable, and at latest accounts his progress to recovery 
is very gratifying.

During the week, they 
and Surgeon General Barnes have experimented with 
Prof. Bell’s new telephonic apparatus for detecting 
bullets or other mineral substances imbedded in human 
flesh. Professor Bell held a bullet in his clenched 
hand and when the indicator was held near, the 
surgeons distinctly heard a peculiar buzzing in the re- 
ceiving end,- which they applied in turn to their ears. 
They describe the sound as being like the fluttering of a 
large insect. Similar results were attained when the 
professor placed the bullet in his mouth, and the indi- 
cator was brought in contact with his cheek. Surgeon 
General Barnes said aftewrards that the instrument pro- 
mised to prove a valuable innovation in hospitals, but 
with its battery it was too cumbersome for use in private 
houses. Its present capacity appeared to be about 2} 
inches. Tobe of probable use in President Garfield’s 
case it would require a capacity of four inches, and for 
general use it would have to be perfected up to a capa- 
city of six or seveninches. It would then supersede 
probing for bullets altogether. The Surgeon General 
said that in any event it will not be applied to the Presi- 
dent, at least not until he gets well.

CABIN JOHN BRIDGE. 
70 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Sir: In the last number of your Journat you have 
a paragraph referring to the illustrated notice in the 
Scientific American of the large arch of the “Cabin 
John” Bridge to the Potomac Aqueduct, near Washb- 
ingtou, and a reference is made to the name of Jefferson 
Davis as ‘‘ chiselled out” as ‘‘ believed by the order of 
Mr. Stanton.” 

As there has been another name ‘ chiselled out” 
upon that bridge, certainly not for disloyalty, perbups 
the engiveer of the bridge can tell by whose order that 
was done, and as the facts are somewhat amusing, they 
will be given to you. 

In the summer of 1859, when the difficulties between 
Secretary Floyd and the able engineer of the bridge 
and aqueduct were as supposed at their height, and the 
removal of this engineer was, as thought, only a ques- 
tion of time, this engineer tuok the precaution to iden- 
tify his name with the bridge (as in so many other 
places connected with that aqueduct), and upon two of 
the large 6-foot voussoirs of the arch of the unfinished 
bridge, near the south abutment, there was chiselled in 
deep intaglio, 8-inch antique letters, the inscription :

: Carrain ov ENGINEERS. :

To-day the United 
States have neither a mercantile marine nor a war Navy. 
One'or two of the few naval officers still retained to 
keep. up the semblance of a Navy Department. have 
been sent tc Europe to see what nayal construction has 
developed into since the Monitors and Merrimacs, now 
rotting in-American harbors, were built. These inqui- 
rers have returned, and their reports have been pub- 
lished. Fifteen years have wrought wonderful changes 
in shipbuilding, and especially so in war shipping. 
Messrs. King and Very report to their Government two 
important facts. One is that the United States have 
— no Navy at all, and the other is that those 

owers which have navies are paying a tremendous 
price forthe luxury. The Americans have no Navy 
because their earlier ships are rotten and have not been 
replaced. The navies of other Powers are expensive 
because naval science isa state of rapid development 
which causes types to soon become obsolete, and be 
cause the tendencies are in the direction of heavier 
ordnance, increased protection, and augmented destruc- 
tive powers. 

After inquiriug and talking about the thing for a long 
time, the United States Government have now solicited 
the opinions of their naval experts on the subject. 
Prizes have been offered for essays treating upon the 
matter under consideration, and although these: prizes 
have been nominally offered by the Naval Institute it is 
well-known io the United States that the prize is a na- 
tional one. Lieut. Very is the successful candidate, 
and his essay is well deserving the commendations it 
has received at the hands of the judges and the Ameri- 
cao public. It will, we believe, be most. instructive 
to. many in this country as well as to the American na- 
tion and their Government. We commend one portion, 
particularly, of the essay to the attention of Sir Wil- 
fred Lawson, Mr. Richard, and their friends. Lieut. 
Very very properly considers the naval requirements of 
the United States before attempting to supply those de- 
mands with ships adapted for the several services. In 
so doing he classifies ihe necessities fora Navy under 
three separate conditions, viz., first, when at war; sec- 
ond, when a neutral; and‘ third, in time of peace. 
Singularly enough, it happens that, while he finds 
seven different kinds of services a Navy would be 
called upon to render a maritime country when at war, 
there are no less than nine distinct and important duties 
which demand the services of a Navy when a maritime 
power is at peace, or occupying the position of a neu- 
tral towards belligerents. Indeed, a Navy is even 
more essential to the well-being of a maritime State 
than is a police force to a country that is situated in- 
land, and the American people are fortunate in not 
having long ere this paid dearly for their naval defici- 
encies. 

Lieut. Very has drawn up a programme of what the 
United States Navy should be. As might be expected 
of the prize-winning essey, the great want of the Uni- 
ted States is stated to be a coast defence and blockade- 
resisting fleet. These would be their only ironclads. 
Besides these the essayist would provide a number of 
swift cruisers, of full-sail power andlarge coal-carrying 
capacity, for the purpose chiefly of preying upon an 
enemy’s commerce. The lesson taught by the Alabama 
has not been lost upon them, nor we trust upon our- 
selves. We have to some extent acted upon our 
knowledge ; but they have so far contented themselves 
with talking of the destructive deeds of the Confeder- 
ate cruiser. Lieut. Very’s programme is, however, a 
very modest one. In our opinion, gage is with ita 
fault, as it amounts to self-delusion. His proposed 
armored fleet for coast defence would consist of 
twenty-four vessels, averaging 2,640 tons each, and his 
unarmored ships would be sixty in number, each aver- 
aging 1,800 tons. The largest ironclads—of which he 
only recommends three--would be of only 3,500 tons, 
and his largest cruisers would be of about 4,000 tons, 
of which size be suggests eight. It certainly appears 
singular that an officer who. has succeeded in stating 
the naval requirements of the United States so ably 
should have yet supplied those wants so inadequately. 
To suppose that three ironclads, each of 8,500 tons, are 
sufficient to defend the Pacific coast of the United 
States in the event of the latter being at war with this 
country is absurd, numerically small as. is our ironclad 
fleet.—Broad Arrow.

On the 
other hand, and from a close observation, we know that 
squad drili for any length of time is not practiced in the 
very large majority of company nizations, and that the 
recruit after being one, or two evenings at the most (about 3 
hours), under the tuition of a lieutenant, or perhaps more 
often a sergeant—decidedly deficient himself—is placed 
in the ranks of his company to learn, as best he can, a full 
knowledge of his duties as a soldier. Is ita wonder, then, 
that companies and regiments having fair reputations for 
drill and discipline, when closely watched by critical eyes 
are found sadly deficient in many of the requisites which go 
to make a perfect body of troops. How few of their men 
assume the natural position of the soldier, with or without 
arms, even after the expiration of their full tour of service, 
simply because in the earlier days of their terms proper 
squad and setting up drill was neglected or slighted. It is 
generally supposed that the elemeutary drill as practiced in 
some of the leadiug organizations in New York Stite is most 
complete in every detail, and that before the young soldier 
is permitted to train in the ranks of his company he is quali- 
fied to receive aud retain any and all needed instruction in 
the finest points of the tactics and regulations. How errone- 
ona this supposition is ep be learned from the following 
communication from a member of one of the very, if not the 
very best drilled regimentin the militia or National Guard of 
the United States, aad we commend its points to the instruc- 
tors, company and regimental, of our militia, trusting that 
through this ex re of deticiencies, others will see their way 
clear to the full perfectiug of their duties as drill masters’: 


‘* Mr. Eprron: May I be permitted to call your attention 
to the system of drili adopted m our National Guard regi- 
ments? Iam a private in — Co, — regiment, N. G., 8. N. 
Y. It is, at least, as well drilled as any other company in 
the regiment, which is acknowledged to be as well drilled as 
any pther regiment in the State ; and in my position behind 
the-scenes, as it were, I see what I believe to }e very 
grave omissions in our system of drill. They are as follows : 
ist. Men are never ‘set up.’ I have been in the company 
eight years, and do not know a single man who has been 
‘set up’ in that time. After a certain amount of squad drill 
they come into the company with one-shoulder higher than 
the other, chins protruding, bodies sticking out at the beit, 
gaits with which it is utterly impossible to keep stép, and all 
sorts of defects of carriage and bearing, in which their six 
years’ subsequent drilling only serves to harden them. I do 
not beli¢ve that any company can ever drill properly, or make 
a good appearance, whose members are not ‘set up.’ It is the 
foundation of everything. Almost all of our worst. faults, 
looking at the feet ia marching, crowding into the guide, irre- 
gularity of step, variations of tue front in wheels and march- 
ing m column. of companies, are traceable to this piece of 
neglect, 2d. Utter lack of instruction in certain matters 
which we all ought to know. For instance, in my eight 
years’ experience, we have only been instructed once in 
‘stack arms!’ The consequence is that we never dismiss 
without confusion at one or two of the stacks, even when old 
soldiers are ‘two and four’ in the front rank. We have 
never had any instruction in skirmish drill, nor in the duties 
of guards, or in steeet riot duty. Not aman in our com- 
pany knows anything about eny of these matters except what 
he bas been able to pick up for himself by observation aud 
reading. We are drilied continuously in three or four things, 
which are good for nothing but show. To wit, marching in 
company front, wheelings, the manual, especially loading and 
firing and fix and unfix bayonets. As a result, at the end 
of the drill season we can march moderately well in company 
front with music, wheel very well, load-so that with 80 or 90 
men the closest listener can only hear three ‘clicks’ of our 
rifles, one for full cocking, one fur opening the breech block, 
and one for closing it, and can fix and uofix bayonets so that 
every bayonet goes on and comes off at-once ; none of which 
pieces of perfection are matters of the slightest mlitery im- 
portance, Meanwhile our column of fours is miserable, 
* double time’ until lately, something thet we only knew by 
neme, dressings slow and inaccurate, while in guard duty 
we are as helplessly ignorant as a West Point ‘ plebe’ on his 
first ‘tour’; and if we should be called out for riot duty 
neither officers nor men know anythiog about any formation 
except the very worst one for the purpose, a close column of 
companies, with no room to use their rifles, and nothing to 
do but stand still and be pelted. I believe this drill for show 
is ail wrong and ought to be stopped, and I thiuk the 
JouRNAL could do something towards stopping it. I do not 
mean to cast any reflection upon my company officers, who 
are skilful, cotiscientious, and hard wo I only state 
what I know to be facts in regard to a representative com- 
pany, and leave it to you to say what you think of them.”
